As this writer understands it the federal govern- 


ment feels it has an obligation to replace post office 
buildings every 50 years. The Hope Post Office was 
built in 1912, the 50-year rule is being invoked, and 
•the government is preparing 1o junk the present build- 
ing and spend $500,000 on a new one at a different lo- 
cation.

But government has an obligation much greater 


than the 50-year rule of bureaucrats — the obligation 
ito keep itself solvent so our country can defend itself 
in time of war, and honor its social security pledges 
to the old folks in time of peace. The government's 
:debt record alone would seem to dictate that Hope — 
and the thousands of American towns like it—should 
be denied a new post office even if it needed it 
... 


which it doesn't.

Let me explain, before quoting the following 


figures, that apparently the people are keeping up 
with the national debt as closely as your editor. Fol- 


< lowing their rejection of federal "aid" on the paving 


project I personally interviewed scores of Hope citizens 
on the post office project — and found a solid front 
of hostility . . . and fear. They know the national debt 
record, for sure.

"I here are thousands of towns like us throughout 


America, prosperous enough but without material 
cnange. 'lo replace all their post ottices simply be- 
cause some non-elective otticial invokes a 00-year 
rule, ignoring the state ot the nation and its ever- 
rising aebt, is to ask for this very attack I am making. 
And a petition will follow immediately asking our 
congressman, Hon. Oren Harris, to kill the post office 
project. 


Congressmen and senators do in the main only 


what the people back home want them to ,do. The 
Arkansas delegation are my personal friends, and a 
widely-circulated petition will be enough. Historically 
the replacement pt 50-year-old post of tices is a routine 
matter — but this is an emergency, a national emer- 
gency; and in an emergency your elective officials 
will override the appointed bureaucrats. 


second war the debt had shot up to 258 billion in 
J.945. With the return of peace you would have ex- 
pected the debt to be reduced, as after World War I 
-— but the frightening fact is that it has gone right 
on climbing, and now, nearly 20 years after the fight- 
ing ended, stands at more than 300 billion. In 1915 
each American's share of the national debt was $11. 
Today it is $1,625. And still today the government 
i£ operating at a loss of around 6 billion a year, de- 
spite the continuance of wartime tax levels. 


If the people, viewing this kind of management 


(under both Republican and Democratic regimes) as 
the one to which they look for defense of our country 
in time of war and payment of social security obliga- 
tions in time of peace, are filled with distrust and 
fear — you can't blame them. Our generation is a 
product of two World Wars. Men fought and died for 
their country. Because of this tragedy great tax re- 
venues were placed in the hands of the central govern- 
ment —- and the government not only won t turn 
those revenues back to the people but in time 'of 


W peace it can't even keep expenses within the limits 


of wartime taxation. 


So the bitter fact is that, except for waterway 


development and other major projects beyond the 
power of local government to accomplish, there is no 
such thing as "federal aid" — only an additional piece 
e»f the ever-climbing federal debt 
Waterway and 


similar developments represent a permanent asset gain 
to offset debt, but to claim this for paving or housing 
is ridiculous. 


(. 
When the Hope paving district was first propos- 


ed I objected to it because of the proposal's depend- 
ence upon .a federal "grant" of $250,000. However, 
with the only newspaper in town I decided an editorial 
blast might make it appear I was prejudging the issue. 
Instead, I sounded out various people, found there 
was a hord core of genuine opposition — and I guar- 
anteed them that if the question reached the petition- 
circulation stage we would fight it, and if the petition 
did finally qualify then we would take the question 
before the people in our own petition demanding a 
j. referendum. 


There was no secret about any of this. I advised 


the city manager and members of the municipal board 
of directors wnere I stood and what I was doing as a 
property owner, and what I proposed to do as on editor 
if the paving district proposal finally come up to the 
starting-gate. 


After the October 8 mass meeting, which killed 


the paving deal, the city's official family called me 
in for an executive meeting at the city hall. I assured 
them nothing in this controversy shook my support of 


ft the city-manager form of government. I said I had 


been in Washington many times the last several years 
qs the head of a national newspaper group battling 
government encroachment upon the press —• the Press 
Committee to Eliminate Censorship by Taxation — 
and saw a tax-hungry government reject pur plea for 
freedom and justice. Now the situation is reversed. 
If the federal government needs taxes so badly then 
I'm not going to be a party to bartering away our basic 
freedoms for some lousy, so-called federal aid. 


I told the city fathers in November just what 


4) I am writing here today: 


1. The federal-aid paving district is dead. 
2. The federal-aid housing project also is dead 
1— or will be if it sticks its head out of the hole it 
has retired to. 


3. There won't be any new Hope post office. No 


one wants it. It would be built out of debt, not taxes. 
And to say Hope needs it, in view of the population 
decline in our county and all southwest Arkansas, 
is, absurd.

A couple of footnotes are in prder before closing 
this article. 


ONE — My newspaper building is next door to 


Hope Post Office. In all honesty I should tell you that 
a commercial printer in Denison, Texas, by the name 
ot Voit Longford, is embroiled with the government 
because he won't move his plant from its site next 
door to the Denison Post Office so the latter can be 
expanded. You might attempt to second-guess me 
and say our cases are similar — but you would be 
wrong. Even if you were right. Mr. Longford is justified, 
as is every citizen, in throwing his weight around as 
to where the post office shall be situated. He wants 
the Uenison ottice where it is because it's next door 
and brings him business. Every citizen wants it at the 
place he finds most convenient. This is a tug-of-wdr 
that is decided by the maximum you have in the way 
of artillery. 


But The Star's case is different. We have no 


commercial printing department, and Hope Post Office1 
produces no store-tratric for us; it inconvenient, of 
course, when depositing bur sacks of newspaper mail. 
But you read several years ago that The Star purchas- 
ed a larger site a block and a half away — so while 
we're the post office's neighbor today we won't be 
tomorrow. 


But I know how that Denison commercial printer 


feels. One day this past fall a couple of Post Office 
Department real estate men called on me and asked, 
it I would sell The Star Building. They explained that 
one of the options confronting them was to utilize 
the present post office site and purchase all the 
property south to U.S. Highway 67 (Third Street), 
which would include The Star Building and the sites 
occupied by Oliver Mills' bicycle and typewriter shop, 
the butane Gas Co., Shipley Photo Studio, dnd Julian 
Hosey's Texaco service station. From the way my visit- 
ors grinned I knew someone had tipped them off about 
how I felt. I confirmed it. No price — no deal — just 
my flat promise they would leave Hope empty-handed 
no matter how long they stayed. And just for the record, 
Mr. Longford, printer of Denison, Texas, is going to 
get a copy of this article and as many reprints as 
he cares to make, for whatever good it will do him 
in his own fight.

H the sum for military spend- 


ing is trimmed in the fiscal 
year starting July 1, it would

year since 1955 — al- 
1960 outlays held about 


level with 1959. 


Individual companies looking 


for military hardware orders 
thus could be more competitive 
than ever. And "some communi- 
ties housing defense plants or 
those of suppliers to the various 
defense industries could find 
unemployment a rising problem 
if first the economy drive and 
later the peace offensive cut de- 
mand for military hardware 
ancj closes defense installations. 


At $51 billion, the proposed 


military spending would still be 
about half of the expected fed- 
eral administrative budget for 


next fiscal year. It has 


ranged from 59 per cent to 52 
per cent in each year since the 
Korean War. 


And at $51 billion the military 


spending Would be about 8.5 per 
cent of Gross National Product, 
unless this measure of the na- 
tion's output of goods and serv- 
ices rises well above the current 
rate. The range since 
the 


Korean War has been 12 per 
cent in the 1953 fiscal year to 
8.3 per cent in I960. The GNP 
has risen each year, but almost 
always at a faster rate than the 
increase in military spending. 


Since the end of World War 


II, spending under the defense 
budgets has totaled $600 bil- 
lion. 


If the economy trend catches 


on,, and Congress approves, and 
if. the aim of 'a peace offensive 
leads to less world tension, 
some now see a.chance of mili- 
tary spending dropping to $45 
billion by fiscal 1969. 


.Some businesses and some 


communities are bound to feel 
the effects. But at the same 
time ther& is evidence that sav- 
ings in military outlays will 
furnish funds for more govern- 
ment spending in other lines, 
perhaps furnishing orders and 
employment for some civilian 
product makers or services. 


New Pentagon thinking al- 


ready has led to order can- 
cellations to the dismay^ of com- 
panies and communities. It has 
led to new orders to the joy of 
rival companies and other com- 
munities. 


The already risky business of 


defense production may get 
tougher with economy drives 
and any easing of world ten- 
sions. 


Coffee-House Set Up for 
Religious Debate on New 
Issues in Books and Films

SEATTLE, 
Wash. 
(AP) - 


"Where," asked the young doc- 
tor, "can I ask an honest ques- 
tion about Christianity in this 
church?" 


The question started the Rev. 


William H. Creevey thinking, 
""here indeed? 


The answer the young Presby- 


terian minister and some of his 
flock came up with is a far cry 
from the traditional church ice 
cream social. 


It's Le Rapport, a candle- 


lighted coffee house featuring 
discussions ranging from politi- 
cal philosophy to the latest sexy 
Italian movie. 


The Itev. Mr. Creevey, 32, and 


other young adults of Woodland 
Park Presbyterian Church first 
started holding weekly discus- 
sion meetings at their homes. 


One night last June, Bill Cree- 


vey, as he is known, brought up 
the church-related bistro idea. 
His plan at first was to establish 
a center primarily for discus- 
sion of current motion pictures. 


"Our feeling was that the 


questions raised by contempo- 
rary films and other art forms 
are the questions the church is 
concerned with," he recalls. 


The next day, the Rev. Mr. 


Creevey learned that the coffee 
house next door to the Ridge- 
mont theater was for rent. The 
Ridgemont, eight blocks from 


been operated as a cabaret and 
dance-hall. 


Bill Creevey and his friends 


got approval from the governing 
ward of the church and, on 
Sept. 17, the coffee house re- 
opened with discussion taking 
the place of dancing. 


Le Rapport is designed to be 


non-profit, and has been. In the 
first three months it went $500 
in the red. The backers, reluc- 
tant to impose a cover charge, 
started soliciting $10 contribu- 
tions. They pay two employes, 
cook and a waiter, and the rent 
is $110 a month. The establish- 
ment is open five nights a week 
with discussions on weekend 
nights. Starting in January, film 
society meetings were scheduled 
Tuesday through Thursday eve- 
nings. 


Crowds average about 50 or 


60, almost all non-members of 
the Woodland Park Church—or 
perhaps of any church. 


Subject matter was quickly 


begun. On a recent weekend, 
there were scenes from a play 
about Joan of Arc, "The Lark";

TWO — Earlier in this article I mentioned the 


Press Committee to Eliminate Censorship by Taxation. 
This was a group, now liquidated, of 205 small and 
middle-size newspapers, of which I was chairman and 
Dr. John R. Steelmqn, publisher of the Suburban 
Record, Silver Spring. Md., was co-chairman. 


Our group was drawn together by the tax fight 


I made to deduct as an editorial expense from income 
tax the cpst of circulating the sales tax peitions of 
1955 and 1957, total of petition and court costs being 
$ 18,000 personally. This was merely the cost of putting 
the issue on the ballot, no campaign costs whatever 
in the actual election. Authorisation for such expen- 
diture is clearly defined in the Seventh Amendment 
(Iniative and Referendum) to the Arkansas Constitu- 
tion, and by all subsequent court interpretations in 
Arkansas. The federal government in my case over- 
rode state law and definitely curtailed the power of 
a newspaper to carry out by petition on editorial policy 
of many years' stqndihg. 


In all the newspaper crusades of American history 


a free press hqs spent money and employed people 
to carry out in the field the policies it advocated on 
the editorial page. Without such action in the field 
the mere printed page would be ineffective. 


Over a period of years our representations in 


Washington came to naught. It availed nothing to 
show that the government actually collected its income 
tax — from the people I spent it with, the signature- 
solicitors, the hotels, the telephone company, the 
printers and lawyers — the government insisted on 
collecing a second tax from the petitioner because he 
was "influencing legislation." And you will find, in 
your dealings with Washingon, when you go to your 
political friends however much they might want to 
help they can't, because your particular issue is only 
a small part of a very big item like the tax-revision 
bill, .and they are bound to the party high command. 
This is strictly a bipartisan observation: My fight— 
and the committee's — started under the Republicans 
and continued with the Democrats. 


But if we retired under a swarm of hostile arrows 


fron-i Capitol Hill — this is another time and another 
battlefield. 


Washington need* more taxes.. 
But if back home we accept less federal aid then 


Washington will need less taxes.

showed a welcome warming 
trend across most areas today, 
bringing relief to wide sections 
in the South and East hit by se- 
vere snow and ice storms ear- 
lier this week.

Light snow fell in the northern 
Appalachians and central Rock- 
ies and l i g h t rain splashed 
areas a l o n g the Washington 
coast. 


Strong winds swept the cen- 


tral part of the country as a 
dry cold front moved eastward 
along a line from Wisconsin to 
northwestern Texas. E a r l y 
morning temperatures ranged 
from the 50s along the Mexican 
border to the 20s in mountain 
areas in the east and to the 
teens in mountain sections in the 
west.

VATICAN CITY (AP)—Pope 
P.auiyi came today to the eve 
of his history-making pilgrim- 
age to the Holy Land. 


Trhoughout the Vatican, last- 


minute details of the papal trip 
were being attended to. 


At Rome's Fiumicino Airport 


the new four-engine DCS that 
will carry the Pope to Amman, 
Jordan, Saturday was readied 
for its final test flight. 


The Jordanians hung the an- 


cient walls of Jerusalem's Old 
City with flags. Jordan's gov- 
ernment called out a fourth of 
its security forces, including 
two brigades of tough desert 
troops, to patrol the papal 
routes. 


In the Israeli sector of Jeru 


salem, yellow and white Vati- 
can flags were mingled along 
main streets with Israel's blue 
and white Star of David flag. 
Police Minister Bechor Shitrit 
toured the Pope's itinerary in 
Israel inspecting security and 
traffic arrangements. 


The government press office 


announced about 800 foreign 
journalists had arrived in Isra- 
el to report the pilgrimage.

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — The 


crisis on Cyprus boiled on 
Thursday, prompting Britain to 
dispatch more troops and send- 
ing worried officials into high- 
level meetings in Paris and Ath- 
ens.

Nicosia, the original cause of 
concern. But alarm spread be- 
cause Cyprus President Makar- 
ios announced lie will seek can- 
cellation of the treaties under 
wmen Britain, Greece and Tur- 
key pledge to maintain the is- 
land's independence. 


Any sucii action would raise 


tempers once more in Turkey, 
which reluctantly set aside its 
ancient claims to Cyprus and 
went along with the treaty that 
made Cyprus independent of 
Britain in I960. Greek Cypriot 
Makurios" policy also could pro- 
voke new attacks by the Turkish 
Cypriot minority. 


In Athens, the Greek Cabinet 


held two emergency sessions 
and asked for an immediate 
meeting of the permanent coun- 
cil of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization in Paris. The coun- 
cil met for an hour, its second 
meeting in eight days. 


Informed sources in Paris 


said the meeting was to give the 
council a full briefing on 'the 
Cyprus situation. Members Tur- 
key,

the council a full report on the 
tense island, the sources said. 


Greece and Turkey are part- 


ners in. NATO but long have 
been divided on the issue of 
Cyprus. The council is expected 
to call on all concerned to ne- 
gotiate for a peaceful settle- 
ment.

to the papal party in an official 
list released Thursday. 


Msgr. Willebrands was instru- 


mental in inviting Protestant, 
Anglican 
and 
Orthodox 
ob- 


servers to the Vatican Ecumen- 
ical Council. He went twice to 
Moscow on successful missions 
for Pope John XXIII last year— 
to talk to Russian Orthodox 
Church leaders about attending 
the council and to conclude the 
release of Ukrainian Archbishop 
Josef Slipyj from 18 years con- 
finement in Siberia. 


Three cardinals, previously 


named to go on the three-day 
pilgrimage, are Amleto Cicog- 
nani, 
Vatican 
secretary 
of 


state; .Eugene Tisserant, dean 
of the College of Cardinals; and 
Gustavo Testa, secretary of the 
Vatican Congregation for the 
Oriental Church. 


The announcement that Msgr. 


Willebrands will be going came 
after the Pope and Orthodox 
Patriarch Athenagoras I of Con- 
stantinople agreed to meet in 
the Holy Land. It will be the 
first encounter of its kind since 
Pope Eugene IV and Patriarch 
Joseph II met in Florence in 
1439.

Associated Press Highlights Hope Post Office fight

HOPE, Ark. (AP) - A small- 


city newspaper publisher who 
believes government economy 
should start at the grass roots 
level began a petilion campaign 
today to kill plans for a hew 
$500,000 post office in Hope. 


Alex H. Washburn, 64-year-old 


editor and publisher of the Hope 
Star, hopes to get 2,000 signa- 
tures and move Rep. Oren Har- 
ris, D-Ark., to get Congress to 
rescind a grant to build the post 
office. 


Washburn said he hopes the 


campaign, if successful, will en- 
courage other cities to refuse 
federal aid for projects which 
they feel are not needed. 


He said that, as far as he 


knows, this is the first attempt 
by a city to reject such federal 
spending. "We think it will jolt 
them if one town turns it down." 
Washburn said. 


It would not be the first time 


that Hope, a city of 8,399 in 
Southwest Arkansas, has balked 
at federal spending within its 
limits. On Oct. 8, a crowd of 500 
shouted down a plan to get 
$250,000 in federal, funds for a 
paving project. Washburn neith- 
er editorialized nor spoke pub- 
licly against that project, but he 
was against it. He said the city 
should be able to build streets 
without government help. 


A proposed federal aid hous- 


ing project "was driven into a 
hole" by the defeat of the pav- 
ing loan plan, Washburn said. 


Washburn's objections to the 


post office are that the present 
3-story brick and stone build- 
ing is adequate and that Hemp- 
stead County doesn't need a new 
post offjce because it has lost 21 
per cent of its population since 
the present one was built in 1912. 


"A new post office would be 


built out of debt, not taxes," 
Washburn said. "And to say 
Hope needs it, in view of the 
population decline in our coun- 
ty, is absurd." 


Washburn kicked off his cam- 


paign today with a front-page 
editorial in his afternoon news- 
paper, which has a circulation 
of 3,302. 


Washburn said Harris had 


promised to take the matter up 
if the. petitions show that the 
people think the post office is 
not needed. 


Washburn said he is crystalliz- 


ing city sentiment. He said he 
talked with the city manager 
board and scores of residents 
about the petition plan and found 
a solid front.

center of town. The new post of- 
fice would be two blocks outside 
the business district. 


The present post office is next

The network, in its announce-
